> "Of course, you know how to check a 

> transformer for shorted windings with a Simpson 260?" 

> Of course I didn't! 

> "Ahh," says he, "Its easy! Hang the meter across one set of windings; 
> unhook all the others. Put it on "Ohms" and flip the switch from + to -. 
> You should see a good, big ‘kick' each time you flip it; if you don't, 
> you've got a bad winding. It'll often find even one shorted turn--they 
> really damp the field!" 


An allied method is one I learnt longer ago than I care to remember: 
Using a suitably endowed oscilloscope, loosely couple the sawtooth or 
gate output loosely to the top of the winding under test using a small 
value capacitor. Connect the vertical input (preferably through a 10:1 


probe) to the the top of the winding and free-run the timebase at an 
appropriate frequency. An intact winding will show a nice damped 
oscillation as it is shock excited by the pulse from the timebase. A 
shorted winding will show a minimal or nil oscillation. This method has 
the advantage that it can be used for higher frequency windings that 
might not generate enough kick to deflect a meter needle. You can also 
get an idea of the natural resonance frequency of a coil. 


A word of warning: Boatanchor Tek ‘scopes provide 150 volts of sawtooth 
at the terminal on the front. It may not be able to supply much current 
but be careful with it. I don't know whether sawtooth outputs are 
available on more modern ‘scopes. The less said about digital ‘scopes 
the better :-)

In mid 60s, CQ mag ran an article on an accessory for DSB xmtrs (I don't 
have the art.). 


It inverted the frequency spectrum of the audio so that a DSB sig (when 
using this device) would have to be tuned so that the BFO was either plus 
or minus 3 kHz of the xactual* carrier freq. It then put out a USB sig 


when rx 3 kHz tuned below the carrier, and a LSB sig when tuned above. 


In those days, there were many rx's with not enuf selectivity to reject the 
other sideband so that tuning was tricky (well explained in previous 
threads) as both sidebands were present, i.e. a quasi-DSB sig, at the 
detector.

Hi Larry et al...funny you should mention that. I went there 
after hitting the Vernon CT flea market last Sunday...a 
worthwhile trip. 


The vintage radio and communications museum on Main Street 
in East Hartford. http://members.aol.com/radioclctr/home.htm 
Located in what looks like it was an IHOP it's an entirely 
volunteer group that's just filled this place with old 
radios and whatnot. Little bit of ham gear, R390A, SX-28 and 
so on. Just one volunteer was there when I arrived at 11:30 
but he spent an hour and a half taking me through 
everything. There's a collection of gear used with standard 
cells for cal purposes, and they those precision bridges 
and potentiometer sets going from the invention of the 
standard cell in 1893 to the close of production in 1993!!! 
The original cells still work, btw. They are supposed to 
last 100 years and some of this gear was like $22,000 in 
1915, so it was elaborate. Also there were standard cells 
used in 1950's rocket designs because they had analog 
computers that needed a precise voltage reference! This is 
an area I knew nothing about and don't plan to get into but 
learning new things is the point of museums. 


Also some of Weston's first ammeters in 1906 and so on. Lots 
of radios of course, and many working quite well. I actually 
spun the dials of a three dial early 20's trf that was 
turned on, the first time I did that. Never got into the 
battery radios. Oddly it didn't sound very good but the big 
thing was that it would drive a speaker. 


Then there was a weird RCA console record changer from the 
early thirties. You put a stack of records on a normal 
looking turntable (no tall spindle) and after the first one 
played the tone arm swung away and another arm across the 
record lifted (from the center) the top disk up by a half an 
inch, then dropped it again. Since the record was now off 
center and the turntable kept spinning, it would drag along 
the top of the record below it until it fell off the edge of 
the changer unit - into a padded vertical bin to the left of 
it. Needless to say the records would scrape along the side 
of the unit and against whatever records were already in the 


bin. This is as absurd as it sounds. We suppose they thought 
they would sell more records that way. Anyway it was amazing 
to watch. Wonder what that design review was like? 


There's also a smattering of radio, TV station and movie 
gear, a Tesla coil (running!) with a tube type power supply 
and whatnot. All very unassuming and low key. And a Scott 
800B just like mine except in the proper furniture. 


One neat idea this museum does is repair radios for people. 
The volunteers donate their time and the charges support the 
museum...I was told this was the biggest source of funding. 


Oh they're having a swap meet on Saturday the 5th 0800 - I 
was told brings about 25 vendors usually but totally fills 


the parking lot.
